“Supposing that you take a portion 
of Mr. Cushing’s speech and by 
changing e few words of it make it 
read like this: 

“The time has come in my opin- 
ion, when the Board of Trade should 
take some active steps to discourage 
further speculation in lumber, and 
the consequent artificial advance of 
prices. There may be some justifica- 
tion on business grounds for the high 
valuation placed upbn lumber for use 
within the business ®ection of the city 
but it will be granted that, speaking 
generally of lumber for residential 
‘purposes, the prices are much too 


lhigh. One proof of this is that the 


loan companies will not advance 
nearly the usual percentage upon this 
property, when it is appraised at 
present valuation. The consequence 
of these high prices is that it is dif- 
ficult for the mechanic, the business 
or the professional man of moderate 
means to secure his own property and 
build up a home for himself and fam- 
ily. Thus a handicap is placed upon 
the workers who build up the city, ¢o 
the advantage of the lumber specula- 
tors, who will not be here when the 
tide turns. 

In regard to much of the so-called 
lumber, it will be agreed that it is 
worth but a small fraction of the 
price asked and paid. These prices 
would scarcely be justified in a city 
with ten times the population of Ed- 
monton, Numbers of wage earners 
are certain to lose their savings when 
the inevitable pay day comes for this 
high-priced lumber. Business of all 
kinds are seriously affected, and the 
general results are detrimental to the 
interests of the community in every 
respect.’’ $

Passengers Cling to Wreck 


Through 


Hook of Holland, Feb, 22.—When day 
broke this morning a handful of surviv- 
ors of the Great Eastern Co.’s steamer 
Berlin, from Harwich, England, to Rot- 
terdam, which was wrecked off Hook of 
Holland yesterday morning, could still 
be seen clinging to the after part of the 
steamer. The efforts made to rescue the 
survivors yesterday were continued 
throughout the night and today, but at 
8 o’clock this morning they had proved 
futile, owing to the furious seas and 
heavy snow storm which raged all night 
long, rendering it impossible for tugs or 
life boats to approach th wreck over 
which mountainous 
dash with terrific fury. So intense 
was the cold last night that it was 
thought that those who were still alive 
on the remains of the steamer must 
have been frozen to death, but some six 
or eight persons appear to have sur- 
vived the terrible experiences of the 
past twenty-four hours. The steamer 
Berlin is so firmly embedded in the 
sand. bank on which she 
that she doe snot appear to have mov- 
ed during the night. At high water 
this morning the poop deck houses were 
the only portions of the steamer vis-

HORROR Remains of Young Englishman Discov- 


Las Esperanza, Mex., Feb. 22.—One 
hundred bodies have. been taken from 
the coal mine of the Mexican Coal & 
Coke Co., in which an explosion of 
gas occurred four days ago. There 
are known to be 26 men still entomb- 
ed in the shaft and it is practically 
certain that all are dead.

FATHER LACOMBE TALKS OF 
GALICIANS. 


Although eighty years of age this 
month Pere Lacombe, the noted mis- 
sionary, is now on his way to Mon- 
treal again. It would be interesting 
to ascertain just how many times this 
venerable worker has crossed the con- 
tinent. 

Whilst in Winnipeg he told again 
in an interview this touching story 
of a Galician settler which may be 
new to some of the Bulletin’s read- 
ers :— 

“In Alberta the people find them- 
selves in a country very different in 
many respects from their own. When 
they arrived we endeavored to assist 
them to get homesteads, and to get 
located on the land. One of those 
whom I myself took out to his new 
homestead expressed the feeling of all 
those Galicians who get the posses- 
sion of land of their own in Canada. I 
took him with his wife and pointed 
out to him the surveyor’s stakes 
which marked out his land, and ex- 
plained to him that as long as he 
stayed on it no one in the world could 
take it from him or his children. 
When he understood that this land 
was his, by the goodness of the gov- 
ernment of Canada, he kneeled down 
on the ground, took the soil up in his 
hands and kissed it.” 

The little incident is mightily ex- 
pressive of what this new world, de- 
spite its early hardships, may mean 
to the immigrant. This story of Fath- 
er Lacombe’s came in the interview 
apropos of his visit to Emperor Joseph 
three years ago to secure his aid in 
providing Galician priests for the Gal- 
icians in Canada. 

The aged missionary has no un- 
kindly feeling for these newer Can- 
adians, 

“No one who knows these people 
could take exception to them. They 
are among the hardest working of our 
colonists, and the women work equ- 
ally with the men,” he says.

Miners Delegates 
Will Meet The 


legates representing the miners 
Alberta are in the city today ana 
led on the government this morn- 
ing to make their representations in 
support of their agitation for an 
eight hour law and other amend- 
ments to the coal mining regulations. 

The delegates are Peter Patterson, 
of Fernie, international representative 
ot the United Mine Workers of Am- 
erica, Chas. Brooks, reptesenting the 
Coleman union; C.H, Stanley, Bank: 
head; McNab, Lethbridge. They were 
introduced by Messrs. Marcellus and 
Simmons and met the premier, the 
attorney general and the minister of 
public works, 

The miners claim that they have 
now by contract an eight hour day 
with every mine in the province ex- 
cept Lethbridge and Tabor, and the 
latter has signed an agreement to 
grant the eight hour day April 1. 

The miners presented a long me- 
morial to the government asking for 
an etxensive list of changes in the 
law. Aside from the eight hour day, 
the principal reugest was for a work- 
mens’ compensation act similar to 
the one in force in British Columbia. 
They also asked that all coal should 
be weighed as it came from the mine, 
before being screened, and payment 
made accordingly, that check-weigher® 
should be employed at a pro rata ex- 
pense per ton to the miners; that the 
workng@n should have a representa: 
tive on the examining board and that 
all wages should be paid in currency 
fortnightly, no deductions to be made 
except by agreement. 

The delegates spent a couple of 
hours with the ministers this morning 
and will meet them again this after. 
noon.
